A COKRE P-SPENT 


Farmer claims that 


•f the Dakota 
the solution o 


the fuel problem there is in raising 
sunflowers. He writes: " I grow oni 
acre of them every year, and have 
plenty of fuel for one stove the year 
round, and nss some in another stove 
besides. I plant them in hills the 
same as corn (only three seeds to the 
hill) and cnltivbta the same as corn. 
I cot them when the leader, or top 
flower is ripe, and let them lie on the 
.ground two or three days. In thai 
time I cat off all the seed-heads 
which are pat into an open file 1 with 
a floor in it the same as a corn-crib. 
The stalks are then hanled home and 
packed in a common shed with a rool 
on it. If cut at the right time, the 
stalks when iiry are as hard as oak, 
and make a good hot fire, while the 
seed-heads with the seeds in make a 
better fire than the best hard coal.

AN AWFUL AFFAIK. 


SANDUSKY, O., Nov. 21.—The main 


building of the Erie County Infirmary was 
burned liiat night, and live o£ the ninety- 
eight inmates of the institution perished in 
tlie Humes. The names of. the doud are: 
Mrs. Newcomb, of Berlin Heights; Mary 
Miller, o£ Sandusky; May Uup, of San- 
dnsky; Mrs. Scheuller, o£ Sandusky; Mary 
Latcha, of Saiulusky. 


While endeavoring to save the inmates 


Superintendent Motry was injured, and now 
lies in a precarious condition. The money 
loss is estimated between 315,000 and S20,- 


000. 
The building was insured. 


The fire broke out in one ot the upper 


rooms in the northwest wing of the institu- 
tion at about 7:30 o'clock, originating, it is 
supposed, from a defective Hue. The flames 
spread with great rapidity, and, as there 
were no facilities 
ior the extinguish- 


ment of the fire, tho 
whole 
upper 


part of the building was soon a mass of 
llames. An alarm was sent to this city as 
soon ns possible, and the fucmen responded 
promptly. 
The nearest supply o£ water 


was in a creek about a quarter of a mile 
from the institution. A line of hose was 
•peedily laid and a stream was soon play- 
lag on the (lames. 


In tho meantime a large crowd had gath- 


ered aud worked hard to rescue tlie inmates 
and save the household effects. 
All were 


gotten out except the five unfortunates 
named above, who were iu the insane de- 
partment, which was located in that por- 
tion of the building where the lire orig- 
inated." The inmates who were rescued 
were placed in the stable and made as com- 
fortable as possible. Superintendent Motry 
was carried to a lionse near by, vi here he 
lies unconscious. His injuries are internal. 


The firemen, finding that they could not 


save the main structure, directed their ef- 
forts toward saving the men's department. 
a smaller building immediately in tlie rear. 
The building escaped without damage, and 
after the fire the inmates were removed into 
it from the stable.
